| AN OLD TIME THEATER. 


| 
AT “THE GRAND DUKE” MANY 
BRIGHT ACTORS GOT A START. 


” Newsboy and Bootblack Vaudevilles Who i 
Once Made a New Bight for New York- | 


ere—Most of Them Have Protpered sad 
Some Are Famous In a Way: 


Two decades ago the Grand Duke 
theater, or newsboys’ playhouse, was one 
of the most famous institutions of this 
tietropolis. Today the projector and 
chief manager of this unique resort runs 
an express team from a stand in the New 
Bowery. His name is Richard Burke, 


Dick Burke is not a large man phys | 


ically, but he is a person of acute men- 
tal development. He is, as were all thd 
leading newsboy players connected with 
the original Grand Duke theater, a typ- 
ical New Yorker. He was born in the 
“Fourt” ward, and he knows about every 
inch of Manhattan island. Hesold news- 
papers as early as he was able to walk, 
and there never was a thing in or about 
New York that Dick didn't know. 

Now that all thé boys of that time are 
grown to manhood, and many of them 
are firmly fixed in the real theatrical 
world, the story that Richard Burke can 
tell of the old days in the cellar at 21 
Baxter street has a peculiar interest, 
That cellar was a spacious affair, as tel- 
lars go nowadays. It was entered by a 
flat door, which opened froti the street. 
One dived down into this thespian homé 
Instead of climbing upward. The fu 
nishings were primiti¥e in the extreme. 

ro Was not even a raised stage. Tho 

y actors played their parts on the same 
floor fromi which the spectators ap- 
| planded. 

About the only accessory that the cel- 
lar boasted was a curtain of bedticking, 
which hid the players from the people. 
‘There were about seven boys in the 
| original Grand Duke company, headed 
| by Teddy Sullivan d Dick Burke. 
| They had no paid tu Schools of act- 
| ing did not flourish hen. As Burke ex- 
| plains, "They Went tothe real theaters 
and caught onto their pieces.” 

3 Went THEY PLAYED. 

They played mainly negro sketches in 
that old cellar at the corner of Baxter 
and Worth streets, and many of the 
“kids” played better than they knew, 
| for nearly all of them have since distin- 
guished themselves before the pablic on 
the professional stage. It was a time 
ripe for such an innovation. There was 
achivalric spirit abroad in the breasts 
of the youth of the land which made 
deeds of heroic strength and valor rank 
high. Ned Buntline was recounting 
the deeds of Buffalo Bill in the New 
York Weekly, Leon Lewis was writing 
of the adventures of daring youths in 

Ledger. Everywhere bravery show- 
ed its front. It was not unnatural, there- 
| fore, that these New York newsboys 

should strive todoand dare for them- 
selves, and, adopting the baskin, cleave 
their own career in the face of many dif- 
ficulties. E3 

They were strong, healthy, sensible 
boys, and they knew that in minstrelsy 
they had their forte. That they did not 
aspire to the higher distinction of play- 
ing Shakespearean parts only emphasizes 
their good sense. So they played in 
black faces, and those famona old time 
sketches, ‘Beasley's Dog” and “The 
Coming Man,” figured conspicuously in 
their . The elite as well asthe 
ragtag and bobtail of the town dived 
down into the dingy cellar to witness 
the antics of the merry lads. The Grand 
Duke Alexis, on his memorable visit to 
America, was s distinguished auditor 
one night. In fact, the theater afterward 
had its best known title from this august 
potentate, who smiled and paid for his 
fun at the newsboys’ theater. 

There was one typical episode in the 
career of this juvenile lyceum to which 
Mr. Burke still refers with pleasure. 
About the time that the boys’ theater 
was in progress James Gordon Bennett 
was organizing souphouses throughont 
the city. One night a swell party en- 
tered the cellar. Among the visitors 
was Tony Pastor. Each person put 
down a dollar for his entrance fee. 

ACTING FOR CHARITY. 

The souphouse business was upper- 
most in everybody’s mind, and Pastor 
had recently crested a fund for its sup- 
port. J.J. McCloskey, the playwright 
and then actor, was one of the party. 
What did he do but spring up in the 
middle of the performance and make a 
ringing speech calling upon those pres- 
ent to contribute to the soup fund. 

Dave Conroy, one of the boy players, 
leaped to his feet and declared that the 
Grand Duke company would give an en- 
tertainment to help the cause. Others 
of the boys seconded the motion, and it 
was carried amid enthusiasm. 

On a later night a special programme 
was arranged, the souphonse benefit 
was given and $156 was realized, which 
was handed over to Mr. Bennett. This 
was succeeded by other entertainments 
of a charitable nature, heartily entered 
into by the Grand Duke boys, until their 
theater gained a wide reputation, not 
suly for its uniqueness, but for the prac- 
tical good it was doing. But all this 
couldn't last. The boys grew to man- 
hood and the things of the old time were

Toescape this vigilance the queen has 
bought in the neighborhood of her castle 
at Osborne some acres of ground where 
she may have a gardener not subject to 
changes of administration. She has 
even gone so far as to disregard for once 
her position of political impartiality and 
chosen a former gardener of Lord Bes- 
consfield, a man accustomed to the grow- 
ing of Tory flowers, - 

But any imprudentes which he might 
cage t will not easily feach the public, 

while it is tasy to get permission to 
Youth hbotit the grodtidd of the 
this little garden is carefully shut 
from visitors. A correspondent of an 
English paper recently had the good 
fortune to get into the Swiss chalet, 
which her majesty had iid@s into a 
fathily tiitiseum, and to walk about the 
aisles of trees where each tree commem- 
orates an episode in the history of the 
royal house and recalls a day of happi- 
ness or sorrow. 

A short distance from the entrance to 
this private garden is a wooden y- 
hotse, built with . their own by 
the Prince of Wales and the Duke of 
Edinburgh in 1857. The heir to the 
crown baa missed his vocation. He 
clearly had in him the making of a nota- 
ble carpenter. Even to the present day 
the prince is very proud of his work, 
and whenever he visits Osborne he goes 
straightway to see if the playhouse is 
still standing. Not a nail has fallen, 
nota plank has sprung. The house is as 
solid ag at first. 

A MOUSE BUILT BY WALES. 

In the Httle house are preserved the 
playthings of the royal children. Each 
of the children had little carriages of his 
own, and all are herd: preserved with the 
initials of the owners’ nàmes upon them. 

The Duke of Edinburgh was a jatk of 
all trades. Ho was a carpentér with his 
older brother, a mason with his younger 
brother, the Duke of Comnanght. ‘The 
miniature fortress they built together is 
still preserved in thissame garden. I; 
is made of stone and brick, and is at 
least strong enough to brave the seasons. 
The princes worked under the eyes of 
thelr father, who was trying to teach 
them the art of fortification. € 

This førtress has undergone some as- 
saults. The Prince of Wales, having 
his five sisters and the youngest of his 
brothers under his command, attacked 
its garrison, the Dukes of Edinburgh and 
Connaught. Almost always the heir ap- 
parent carried the parapet and drove the 
two dukes into a casemate, where they 
bad plenty of arms and whence hunger 
alone conld dislodge them. 

Nowadays the children of the Duchess 
of Albany and of the Princess Beatrice 
attack and defend the fort which their 
parents, their uncles and their aunts 
have so often captured with great valor 
after long and glorious sieges. 

The day of ber oldest daughter's wec- 
ding Victoria took a sprig of myrtle from 
the bride's bouquet and planted it in this 
garden. It rooted iteelf so firmly that 
now it is grown into a great bush. Every 
time one of the grandchildren marries, 
the myrtle bush at Osborne is called into 
requisition. 

MEMORIAL TREES. 

Not far from the matrimonial bush is 
a row of mourning trees. In February, 
1862, every member of the royal family 
planted a tree to perpetuate the memory 
of the prince consort, who died in the 
December just before. Of the eight 
trees those of the Prince of Wales and 
the Princess Alice have grown most 
luxuriantly. A little distance away the 
queen planted the parasol pine, which is 
her memorial of her husband. 

In another place are the trees com- 
memorating marriages—the trees of the 
Prince and Princess of Wales, of the 
Duke and Duchess of Edinburgh, of the 
Duke and Duchess of Connaught, of the 
Duke and Duchess of Albany and of the 
Princess Beatrice and Henry of Batten- 
berg.

“Now,” he said, “you must remember 
that the pyramids are built of stone 
which bears no resemblance to anything 
found within 600 miles of their location. 
It is incredible that the Egyptians of 
fiii St five thousand years ago should 
hava posduieed the iwieshanical ingentity 
to move these enormous blocks of stotie 
from the granite quarries of Abyssinia 
or Syria to the pyramids. Isit not much 
more natural to suppose that the ancient 
Egyptians possessed the secret of mak- 
ing artificial stone, and that the pyra- 
mids were constructed by layer upon 
layer of Nile river mud, hardened by 
just such processes as we employ to 
make artificial stone? 

“Tt is a much more plausible explana- 
tion of their construction than the la- 
borious and unintelligent suppositions 
that the stoties were carried across the 
desert to form the foundatiot and base 
ot the pyramids. I firmly believe that 
the Egyptians of the ante-Christian era 
understood the manufacture of artificial 
stone, and that they built the pyramida 
out of it.”—Philadelphia Press.

Work—Time and Moncey Spent on Tools 

Did you ever meet a real live flesh and 
blood burglar? I mean sman who has 
made a living by cracking other people's 
safes, by housebreaking and robbery— 
who has "done time” in: various prisons 
and who is under police surveillance 
everywhere he goes? The man with the 
cast iron countenance, the shifty eyes 
and the hunted look? 

Of course, no. You would shrink 
from such society. Yet there is a cer- 
tain novelty in the sensation. Sach men 
pass you on the street and leave no more 
distinct impression than the touch of a 
bank president who has absorbed the 
money of his depositors, and is yet at 


“latge wrexposed. It is only when you 


are brotight face to face with the bur- 
giar in a dark roðtti, with hie blinking 
bullseye shining in your face and the 
cold muzzle of his pistol pressed against 
your temples, that the sensation is ex- 
perienced in all its blood curdling in- 
tensity. And I feel sure you would 
Tather be excused from such a meeting. 

To have an old friend ‘‘on the force” 
aay to you suddenly some dsy: ‘Would 
you like to meet burglar? Here he is 
now," and raising a significant finger 
draw = plainly dressed and shambling 
figure from the passing Broudway throng 
into a back room and say, “This man ig 
a bank sneak and burglar.” That con- 
veys a different and perhaps more agree- 
able sensstion. And that is the sensa- 
tion I have just experienced. 

EASY WORK TO OPEN ANY SAFE. 

“When'll you fellers let up on a mati?” 
was the first and rather plaintive in- 
quiry of the ex-convict. His face took 
on an innocent and woe begone look. 

The policeman addreesed him familiar- 
ly, asked him what he was doing on 
tostiwey and a string of questions; 
not severely, but rather inviting con- 
fidence and conversation. When the 
man found he was not wanted, and that 
ane man was his other auditor, 
he talked glibly: He had been reading 
ä recent interview with a well known 
fafo manufacterer. 

“There isn’t & bank vault or safe lock 
made,” said the burglar, “that ¢an’t be 
opened by an expert. I became an 
adept at the businees while in the em- 

loy of a safe manufacturer. | picked 

as a legitimate business from New 

York to San Francisco. Every safe 
company has men who can do the same 
thing. The first thing a bank official or 
anybody else does, when the safe lock 
gets out of order, is to send to the manu- 
factory and they send an expert who 
opena the safe. The ordinary combina- 
tion lock is easily picked, There are 
time locks which cannot be worked so 
easily, especially modern ones. Some 
combination locks have a micrometer 
attachment. That? Why, it’s an 


t which is supposed to pre- 
rent the Roel uso of tho micrometer, 
a little machine Which can be attached 
to the handle of the loex~end has an in- 


dicator which shows the thickivess and 
variation of the tumblers. ` 

“Bome of these cheap combinatiou 
locks have a bell-like sound or click and 
these can be easily read. And some com- 
binations run in grooves and can be de- 
tected at once. You might as well have 
a house door lock and latchkey on a safe 
as one of them. The latest and best com 
bination lock gives out no sound what- 
ever, and, while it may be opened, it 
would take an expert a good deal of 
time. There is a good deal of sameness 
about the old style combination locks, 
and when you get used to them they are 
as easily opened as a street door. 

BADLY MADE SAFES. 

“While the modern bank burglgs must 
be and usually is an expert on bina- 
tions, he by no means relies upon that. 
A dozen years ago I could open any lock 
within forty-five minutes. Theimprove- 
ments have been such, however, that 
that method cannot longer be depended 
upon. It isn’t true, as stated in thissafe 
manufacturer's interview, that the safes 
operated upon successfully by burglars 
are simply fireproof safes, and that no 
socalled burglar proof safes are being 
cracked. All that formidable looking 
array of bolts you see on a burglar proof 
amount to nothing if you can pick the 
lock. The two side bolts are the im- 
portant ones. The others catch the eye, 
but don’t make the safe any stronger. 

“The weight of material is not so f 
midable to a burglar as the quality, and 
there is much poor material put into 
safes. Now, there is a weakness in al- 
most every safe, and it is the burglar’s 
art to find it out. Some have better 
steel in the back than in the front, and 
sometimes the steel is tougher and bet- 
ter tempered in one part than another, 
I can tell at once as to the hardness and 
thickness of steel plating. I've had 
drills, however, that would go through 


been expended upon burglars’ tools is 
something extraordinary, and the pains 
that are taken sometimes to lay the 
foundation of great burglaries or a sys- 
tem of small ones would be astonishing 
to honest people. 

“I know of acase where a valuable 
safe was purchased for the experiméntal 
work. For instance, several country 
banks may be found using the same safe. 
By the purchase of one of the same kind 
and make the experts had au indefinite 
time to study out its weaknesses. They 
then descended upon the velected spoils 
and got away with the boodle.

Maryland State Farmers’ Association. 


The Maryland State Farmers’ Associa- 
tion of which Mr. Edward Steke Is now 
prisident, waa organited In eighteen 
hundred and elghty six, witha view to 
some United action of the farmers of the 
State, for the advancement of the in- 
terests of Agrictilture throughout the 
Grate, 

Its plan of organKatioh provides for 
an annual conVentfon, In the city of Bal- 
timore, om the betond Wednesday of 
Janusry in each year, for the discussion 
and consideration of al! questions touch- 
ing the welfare of agriculture. This 
convention is to be compostd of delegates 
from each Fatmers’ Association, Farm- 
ers’ Olub, or Agricultural Association in 
the State. In addition to delegates from 
such organizations, the farmera of each 
county are authorized to hold voluntary 
meetings and choose as their repreeen- 
tatives in such conventions, as many 
delegates as the county has representa- 
tives in the General Assembly of the 
State. 

The annual meetings thur far beld 
since its formation have bcen composed 
of earnest and intelligert farmers; and 
by comparison of views, and discussions 
of topics, the Association has thus been 
successfa] in doing something for the 
promotion of the agriculture) interests of 
the State. 

The ont look for the future of agricul- 
ture encourages the expectation of im- 
provements and advance from the de- 
pression which has existed for some 
vears; and itis now all the more to be 
desired that the annital meeting in Jan- 
vary next shall be largely attended, and 
by representatives from every section of 
the State, with a view to unite action by 
the entire farming cleas to secure proper 
and needed legislation in |tsaid from the 
coming Genera! Assembly. 

It is proposed to have the Convention 
sit for a period of at least three days; its 
proceedings beginning with the annual 
Address of the President, on the first 
day,an Address by Hon. the Secretary 
of Agriculture, on the second day, and 
further addresses on Fruit Culture, Stock 
Breeding, Commercial Fertilizers and 
other subjects by competent speakers on 
the third day. The convention will fur- 
ther consider the subject of legislation to 
sectre the improvement of our public 
roads; a vew Assessment law, and an 
equitable system of Taxation, adapted to

Frankfort's System of Banks 

Of all the schemes designed for small 
savings and to encourage the poor to lay 
by small sums the penny savings stamp 
system, established in 1882 at Frankfort- 
on-the-Main, is the most unique. Frank- 
fort is distinguished among European 
cities by the large average wealth of its 
citizens, and by its exceptional promi- 
nence in all that pertains to banking 
and finance. Many great banking fami- 
lies had their origin in Frankfort, from 
which branches have beer established 
at Paris, London, Vienna and New York. 
There are today not less than 200 bank- 
ing houses, public and private, in the 
city. It might naturally be expected, 
then, in view of these facts, that some 
original features in the line of savings 
banks should be found there. 

The Frankfort Savings bank is a pri- 
vate corporation established in 1823, 
nearly seventy years ago, when Frank- 
fort was a free city and independent of 
all state allegiance and control. It be- 
gan with 294 depositors, with 86,934 


| marks to their credit. In 1889 there 


were 56,697 depositors, with an aggre- 


| gate capital of 88,215,697 marks, the re- 


ceipts and withdrawals that year being 
6,319,276 and 5,151,602 marks respec- 
tively. 

There are three departments connected 
with this institution. The Savings De- 
posit bank, which comprises a central 
office and two branches in different parts 
of the city; the Weekly Savings bank, 
a separate bureau, under the same man- 
agement, but differing from it in thatit 
collects from each depositor a stated 
weekly deposit, and the Penny Savings 
institution, which is adapted to the 
methods of the humblest class of depos- 
itors, whose savings are limited to a few 
pennies per day or week.—New York 
Recorder. 


The Tes Houses of Japan. 

Mousmees, rickshaws and tea houses 
are the three institutions one associates 
with Japan. Kipling has made the rick- 
shaws hardly more of a phantom than 
the three-horse car, while Sir Edwin Ar- 
nold and Pierre Loti have pictured the 
gentle mousmes with such exquisite 
finish that people ignorant of the mean- 
ing of the word a few months back are 
in love with her quaint beauty and ray- 
ishing smiles. 

Tea houses are simply inns or restan- 
rants where the principal refreshment 
(often the only one) is tea. In the cities 
they are the favorite evening resorts, for 
there you can hire the gaudy Geisha 
girls to dance and sing or play the samo- 
sin and koto between the intervals of 
love making. Sheisa mistress of this 
art. Nara, one of the most beautiful 
placesin Japan, has no other accommoda- 
tion, and notice must be sent the day be- 
fore to tell the owner how many guests 
he is to accommodate. 

Rickshaws laden with supplies start a 
few hours ahead, the coolies who draw 
them acting as cooks and house servants 
during your stay.

Preparations for 
the cooking were made the day before. 
Four holes were dug, one 10 by 4 feet, 
one 6 by 4 feet and the others about 
three feet wide and two [eet deep. A 
quantity of wood was placed in the 
grotto and upon this were placed largo 
stones a foot deep. 

One fire was lighted early in the morn- 
ing of the day before and the second 
about 1 o'clock. At 3 o'clock the wood 
was burned ont and the bottom was a 
mass of red hot stones. Upon these were 
spread a layer of crushed fresh banana 
stems six inches thick, and upon these 


were piled the small bundles of meat two | < 


or three feet bigh and the size of the 
hole. Over them was placed a mass of 
fresh banana leaves several inches thick, 
over this matting, and then dirt a foot 
thick and the imu was finished and left 
to steam until the next morning. 

At 6 in the evening the big one was 
similarly filled with the remainder of the 
meat and the trussed pigs, and also cov- 
ered. One can imagine what a delight- 
ful heat wonld be brought to bear upon 
the contents of the imu, and how deli- 
cately the contents would be cooked dur- 
ing the long hours of the night. 

Early in the morning of the feast day 
the two small imus were filled with the 
fish tied up in leaves and sweet potatoes 
and covered. The large ovens covered 
the day before were opened during the 
morning and the contents taken ont and 
covered to keep hot. 

The tables seated between 200 and 800 
atatime. Poi, the native food—a paste 
made from the Calocosen esculentum 
and soured—was put in small, water- 
tight baskets along the center of each 
table so that four persons could reach 
each one with the fingers (knives and 
forks are eschewed at a luan). Each 
table was also gay with crimson fleshed 
watermelons cut in fancy shapes, various 
telishes of raw sea urching, meat, sea- 
weed, raw shrimps and pounded kukui 
nuts and salt. Conveniently at hand 
were fern leaves, and the viands upon 
leaves, gourds and wooden bowls and 
platters. 

The guests recline at their ease on the 
left side and eat with the right hand. 
Each one has a bowlof fair water to 
cleanse the fingers. The method of eat- 
ing is not disgusting. The natives use 
their fingers dexterously and daintily 
and not piggishly, though they are 
rather gormandizing in their native 
state.—Detroit Free Press.

LIFE IN GULF WEED. 


All Soris of Curious Animals Journey 
with the Gulf Stream’s Oarrent. 

It is surprising what curious creatures 
live in gulf weed. Not the least extraor- 
dinary of these inhabitants of the float- 

which are borne on the current 
stream is a little fish that 

its nest in the weeds, For its 
from enemies, it is made 


a handful of the vege- 
table stuf in which it seeks shelter and 
scrutinizing it. The fish builds its nest 
by binding together bunches of the gulf 
weed with long, sticky gelatinous strings. 
Its eggs ate laid in a cavity. Ita very fins 
are finger shaped, counterfeiting the form 
of the weed fronds. They are more like 
hands than fins, and are actually em- 
ployed for walking through the seaweed, 
rather than for swimming. The fish 
eee them also in putting together its 

The great gulf current, in its course 
northward along the Atlantic coast and 
around the great circuit that forms with 
its eddy the famons Sargasso sea of 
marine grasses, carries along with it an 
endless stream of life in connection with 
the gulf weed which floats upon it in 
‘‘windrows.” The weeds, of varied 
kinds, bring with them from the tropics 
creatures multifarious, conveyed by the 
mighty river of warm water through the 
midstof the colder ocean. Most of them 
die when the cooler latitudes are reached, 
and thus it happens thst the larvæ of 
many forma are found on the shores of 
Nantucket and elsewhere in places to 
which the adult animals are unknown. 
They never live to grow up. 

The floating gulf weed is literally 
crowded with life. One cannot pick up 
a piece that does not carry many shrimps 
or prawna of different kinds as passen- 
gers. There are crabs, too, small and 
bigger, which mostly imitate the grasses 
in their colormg. Of smaller crustacea 
there are numerous species, such as the 
so called “ses fleas” and barnacles. 
Barnacles are crustacea which have un- 
dergone a ‘retrograde metamorphosis,” 
asitis termed, having been free swim- 
mers in the early stage of their existence. 
They, too, take passage on the seaweed 
rafts and voyage to the land of nowhere, 
seeking their fortune. 

In the gulf weed also is an infinite 
number of mollusks, some with shells 
and others without any. Among the 
latter are the “‘sea slugs,” resembling the 
garden slugs, devourers of plants, which 
ate true mollusks also. Another mollusk 
often picked np among, the gulf weeds 
fs the beautiful argonaut, a cephalopod, 
celebrated in mythic story. It is only 
the female argonaut that is interesting. 
The male has no shell, and is very small 
comparatively. 

There are lots of curious marine 
worms among the gulf weed, such as 
the ‘‘sea centipedes,” abundant in the 
West Indies, which have long detach- 
able bristles that sting the hand like 
nettles when the animal is incautionsly 
grasped. These worms hide in crevices 
of floating driftwood. The latter floats 
until destroyed by the boring of the ship 
worms that attack it, meanwhile affc 
ing alodgment for barnacles and li 
crustacea. Small fishes follow” thé 
pieces of driftwood as they are carried 
along by the current, feeding upon both 
crastacea and barnacles, while many 
seabirds skim abont depending for their 
meals upon the same small animals. 
There is a species of crayfish, too, found 
in the weed that makes a curious click- 
ing noise with its claws. 

What most people call the “fruit” or 
“seed pods” of the gulf weed are simply 
little air vessels designed for the purpose 
of keeping these interesting vegetables 
afloat. Microscopic creatures called 
“brivgoa” Weave around the air cham- 
bers a delicate lacework, which often 
remains in shape after the vegetable 
matter has decayed away and disap- 
peared, thus forming exquisite filamen- 
tous capsules. However, these are only 
a few of the passengers that journey by 
the path of the gulf stream on rafts of 
drifting weeds.—New York San. 


Cleaning Car Wheels. 

Very efficient work is now being done 
in various departments by the use of the 
sand blast. One of the latest applica- 
tions is to the cleaning of car wheels. 
The wheel, after being carefully soaked, 
is rolled into a small chamber, where it 
stands in a vertical position. The tread 
of the wheel stands on rollers, which are 
moved by gearings so that the wheel is 
slowly revolved without changing its 
position. A fiue into which cinders are 
fed by a chute leading from a bin above 
leads a blast of air against the face of tha 
wheel, which is then reversed. 

The cinders used vary from the size of 
a grain of wheat to much larger and are 
so hard that they can be used several 
times. The time saved by this method 
can be imagined when one man can cleah 
twenty wheels in three hours and a half, 
including the time consumed in rolling 
them to and from thé machine, and the 
saving in labor is proportionately great. 
—Chicago News.

Dom Pedro's Love for Brasil. 


Panis, Dec. 8—The body of Dom Pe- 
dro, the ex-emperor of Brazil, who died 
on Saturday last at his residence, the 
Hotel Bedford, in this city, was placed 
yesterday in the coffin prepared for it, 
and in which, after the royal obsequies 
in this city, dt will be conveyed to Lis- 
bon and interred in the family vault 
there. 

One trait of the gentle-hearted old man 
who died so far from the land he* ruled 
over so longand so wisely was his in- 
tense love for Brazil. It was revealed 
yesterday and the discovery was touch- 
ing and pathetic. While some of his 
old servants were overbauling the effects 
of Dom Pedro, preparatory to removing 
them, they found in a chest belonging to 
the dead ex-emperor a bag of earth, part 
of the soil of Brazil, which be had 
treasured as one of his most valuable 
possessions. It was known that it was 
his desire to sleep his final sleep in 
Brazilian soil, ahd so the valued earth 
was placed in the coffin and the dead 
ex-ruler was tenderly and reverently 
laid upon it. Thus, in a measure, was his 
oft-expressed wish complied with. 

The members of Dom Pedro's family 
were present when the body was trans- 
ferred fo the coffin and they wept bitter- 
ly when they saw it deposited therein. 
The preparations are nearly completed 
forthe royal funeral that the govern- 
ment has decided to give Dom Pedro. + 

A solemn high mass of requiem will be 
celebrated at the. church of the Made- 
laine; troops will line the route through 
which funeral cortege will pass, and 
every honor due a dead sovereign will 
be paid to him who, dying a private citi- 
zen, had held in his hands for many 
years the destines of the great South 
American empire. 


The Oldest Englishman. 

Henry Jenkins of Bolton, Lancashire, 
England, lived to be 169 years old. Mrs. 
Anna Saville, a writer of Jenkins’ time, 
has the following in her account of him: 
“I questioned bim about his age. He 
enid he was 162 or 163. Iasked him what 
pablic event he could longest remember. 
He said the battle of Flodden Field, when 
Henry VILL was king. He said he was 
then between 10 and 12 years of age, and 
was sent to Northallerton with a horse- 
loai of arrows, but that a bigger boy was 
sent to the army with him.” All this 
agrees with the history of that time,bows 
And arrows being then in use. The battle 
of Flodden Field was fought September 
Yih., 1513, and Henry Jenkins was then 
a boy between 10 and 12 years of age, 
died December 9th., 1659, so that he 
must bave lived at least 159 years, 16 
years longer than old Parr, who was 
born in-Shorpshire in 1483. and died in 


The President's Message. 


ent Harrison sent his message to 
Congress last Wednesday. It is a long 
and well written document. Of it the 
New York Herald mys: 

Mr. Harrison's aiitaage to Congress is 
not specially robust, neither is the theme 
bandied with exceptional ability or tact, 
but it is =. straightforward document 
which gives us a clear photographic view 
of the everits which have absorbed the 
country's attention during the last twelve 
months. F 

The prominent topics discussed are 
very natarally those snggested by our 
foreign relations. 

On the New Orleans affair Mt. Harrison 
says >—"“It would, I believe, be entirely 
competent for Congress to make offences 
againet the treaty rights of foreigners 
domiciled in the United States cogniza- 
ble in the federal courts.” 

We take it thatthe President need not 
have qnalified this statement by the 
words“I believe.” Congress undonbted- 
ly has sach power, and the lynching of 
the Italians seemed to make its exercise 
imperative. The suggestion that the of- 
ficers ofa State should be regarded as 
federal agents when trouble of that kind 
occars is not to be commended. The 
only safe procedure is to throw such 
cases into the jurisdiction of the federal 
courts. That would place the govern- 
ment in a position to make definite re- 
ply whenever our treaty obligations have 

infracted and insure impartial jus- 
a tae criminal acts. 

As to the attack on our sailors in the 
streets of Valparaiso the message states 
that this government is awaiting the re- 
sult of an investigation which is being 
conducted by the criminal court in that 
city. Mr. Harrison has reason to expect 
“some adequate and satisfactory response 
to the note by which the attention of 
Chili was called to this incident.” In 
case of a failure to respond he will take 
occasiou to present the facts to Congress 
by a special message. 

Mr. Harrison has expressed to the 
Czar “in a friendly spirit but with moch 
earnestness,” the serious concern of this 
government because of the harsh meas- 
ures now being enforced againet the He- 
brews in Russis. He was not moved by 
philanthropy to take this step, but by 
his unwillingness to bave the expéljed 
Hebrews come to this country. If he 
had made his remonstrance on the 
ground of humanity we could under- 
stand it, but the reason given is hardly 
tenable. We have no objection to im- 
migrants, provided they will not become 
a charge on this community. Wedonot 
object tu the nationality of a foreigner, 
nor to his religion. If Jews or Germans 
or Italians wsih to come here they are 
welcome. Our laws simply interdict the 
immigration of that class which can't 
support themselves, and our laws if pro- 
perly enforced will protect us from an 
invasion of paupers, the maimed, the 
halt, the diseased and the criminal. 

The message covers the pension list, 
the Nicaragna canal, the Intercontinen- 
tal railway, the Treasnry and Navy de- 
partments, the McKinley bill and the 
large variety of industries to which it 
has given rise, but which are not enu- 
merated, and closes with congratulations 

on the general prosperity of the country. 
On the whole it is an interesting doco- 
ment, in spite of the fact that we can’t 
always agree with {ts conclnsions and 
might take issue with many of its state- 
ments if we were so inclined. 


Wild Animals for Phitadelphia Zoo. 


A dispatch from New York to the 
Philadelphia Inquirer says: The tramp 
steamship Tacrina, from Humburg, 
brought a lot of wild animals consigned 
to the Philadelphia Zoological Gardens. 
Lions, South American antelopes, Kaffir 
cows, monkeys, and a variety of other 
beasts were In the collection. One of 
the lions, called Prince, made things live- 
ly on the way over. Prince was born in 
captivity, and is two and a-half years 
old. He and a young lionees were housed 
on deck, while the monkeys and other 
animals were in warmer places below. 
On the fourth day ont Prince broke 
down the partition which separated him 
from the lioness, and the two had a bat- 


tle royal. All hands on board gathered | 


about the cage to see the fight. The 
stokers prodded Prince with furnace 
forks and endeavored todrive him back 
to the far end of the cage, but the lion 
could not be driven away until he was 
beaten into insensibility. The lioness 
was badly disfigured. She is eighteen 
monthe old. A Madras monkey and an 
Asisatic cat died ot pneumonia on the 
voyage.

The visitor promptly made a de- 
mand for one million two hundred thou- 
sand ‘dollars® in money. The bank- 
er saw thst the man was decidedly 
wrong mentally, and endeavored to put 
him off by telling him he had not the 
money but to call again, whereupon the 
man dropped his satchel to the floor and 
in an instant thereafter the office of Mr. 
Sage and adjoining offices were total 
wrecks. The would-be assassin's head 
was blown entirely off, a young man was 
blown ont of a window, another clerk 
killed and three men were wounded, and 
Mr. Sage was seriously injured.

Catchiog Terrapin. 

In the shoal waters along the coast 
south of Cape Henlopen terrapin are 
caughtin variousways. Dredges dragged 
along in the wake of a sailing vessel pick 
them up. Nets stretched across some 
narrow arm of river or bay entangle the 
feet of any stray terrapin in their meshes, 
but these require the constant attendance 
of the fisherman to save the catch from 
drowning. In the winter, in the deeper 
water, the terrapin rise from their muddy 
quarters on mild, sunny days and craw) 
along the bottom. They are then taken 
by tongs, their whereabouts being often 
betrayed by bubbles. 

Turtles will rise at any noise, and 
usually the fisherman only claps his 
hands, though each hunter has his own 
way of attracting the terrapin. One 
hunter whom | saw uttered a queer gut 
tural noise that seemed to rise from his 
boota. 

Whatever the noise, all turtles within 
hearing—whether terrapin or “snapper” 
—will put their heads above water. Both 
are welcome and are quickly sold to the 
marketmen.

usually takes him by the tail, Tha ter- 
rapin, on the contrary, is quick, and will 
descend in an oblique direction, so that 
a hand net is needed unless he happens 
to come up near by.

The certificate of incorporation of the 
| estate recites that it was organized un- 
| der the laws of Missouri as a corporation 
| for manufacturing and business pur- 
| and is called "Theo Tg@er Estate.” 
| It was organized under the legal advice 
and direction of Henry Hitchcock, of th 
| St. Louis bar, a lawyer of that western 
city, who is said to have assured his cli- 
ent that the laws of Missouri authorized 
| the organization and formal incorpora- 
tion of real estate corporations. 

The founder anå principal proprietor 
of the Tyler estate is Mrs. Mary Law- 
| renco Tyler, widow of Robert Tyler, of 
Louisville She is said to be worth sev- 
eral millions, principally in lands and 
property in this city, Philadelphia, Lou- 
isville, St. Louis and other places, all of 
which, however, she has comveyed to the 
| Tyler estate, taking the stock of the pe- 

culiar corporation in payment. The es- 
tate is capitalized at $500,000, but that 
does not begin to represent the actual 
value of the property it owns 

f THE LAW IN SEVERAL STATES. 

The real estate records of this county 
phow the transfer of two pieces of prop- 
erty to the estate by Mra Tyler in Feb- 
ruary, 1888, the time when the corpora- 
tion was formed.

or intention of going into business, where 
some occasion for forming a limited lis- 
bility corporation might exist, has vol- 
untarily had her property capitalized 
and represented in stocks and bonds. 

In some of the states corporations for 
the purpose of holding ‘titles to real es- 
tate are prohibited by law. New York 
is said to be one of these stztes and Ili- 
nois another. But they are apparently 
sanctioned by the laws of Missonri, and 
the laws of this state permit the holding 
of title to real estate by any corporation 
organized under the laws of any other 
state, the laws of which authorize the 
existence of a corporation for the pur 
pose stated 

HOW THE SCHEME MAY WORK. 

Who the present officers of the Tyler 
estate are could not be ascertained, nor 
any statement regarding the details of 
the organization—whether the corpora- 
tion has more than one executive officer, 
how the property is managed by the 
officers, or in what manner transfers of 
real estate belongig to such a corpora- 
tion could be made so as not to affect the 
value of its shares or to impair the secur- 
ity of the bonds.

That, in its ideally simple form, is the 
Diad in a nutshell, the core and kernel 
of biology. The whole cycle of life is 
one eternal seesaw. First the plant col- 
lects its carbon compounds from the air 
im the oxidized state; it deoxidizes and 
rebuilds them, and then the animal pro- 
ceeds to burn them by slow combustion 
within its own body and toturn them 
loose upon the air once more oxidized. 
After which the plant starts again on 
the same road as before, and the animal 
also recommences da capo, And so on 
ad infinitum. 

But the point which I want particu- 
larly to emphasize here is just this: That 
trees and plants don’t grow out of the 
ground at all, as most people do vainly 
talk, but directly out of the air, and 
that when they die or get consumed 
they return once more to the atmosphere 
from which they were taken. Trees un- 
deniably eat carbon. 

Of course, therefore, all the ordinary 
unscientific conceptions of how plants 
feed are absolutely erroneous. Vegetable 
physiology indeed got beyond those 
conceptions a good hundred years ago. 
But it usually takes a hundred years for 
the world at large to make up its lee- 
way. Trees don’t suck up their nutri- 
ment by the roots, they don't derive 
their food from the soil, they don't need 
to be fed like babies through a tube with 
terrestrial solids. The solitary instance 
of an orchid hung up by astring in a 
conservatory on a piece of bark ought to 
be sufficient at once to dispel forever 
this strange delusion—if people ever 
thought; but, of course, they don't think 
—I mean other people. 

The true mouths and stomachs of 
plants are not to be found in the roots, 
but in the green leaves; their true food 
is not sucked up from the soil, but is in- 
haled through tiny channels from the 
air; the mass of their material is carbon, 
as we can all see visibly to the naked eye 
when a log of wood is reduced tochar- 
coal, and that carbon the leaves them- 
selves drink in by a thousand small 
green mouths from the atmosphere 
around them. 

But how about the juice, the sap, the 
qualities of the soil, the manure required, 
is the incredulous cry of other people. 
What is the use of the roots, and espe- 
cially of the rootlets, if they are not the 
mouths and supply tubes of the plants? 
Well, I plainly perceive I can get “no 
forrader,” like the farmer with his claret, 
till I've answered that question, pro- 
visionally at least; so 1 will say here at 
once, without further ado, that the plant 
requires drink as well as food, and the 
roots are the mouths that supply it with 
water. 

They alsosuck up a few other things 
as well, which are necessary indeed, but 
far from forming the bulk of the nutri- 
ment. Many plants, “however, don’t 
need any roots at all, while nape can 
get on without leaves as mouths and 
stomachs—that is to say, no true plant- 
like plants, for some parasite plants are 
practically to all intents and purposes 
animals. To put it briefly, every plant 
has one set of aerial mouths to suck a 
carbon, and many plants have another 
set of subterranean mouths as well, to 
suck up water and mineral constituents. 
—Cornhill Magazine.

AN OCULAR DEMONSTRATION. 

A hugo basking shark about thirty or 
forty feet long became entangled in the 
nets of some fishermen off Soquel point, 
about four miles from Santa Cruz. The 
shark, still alive and enfolded in the 
nets, was towed by the fishermen in 
boats to the wharf at Capitola Its ar- 
rival created great excitement among 
the visitors at that resort.

As 
the source of this supply was carefully 
kept a secret by the Indians—mainly of 
Chief Cornplanter’s tribe—and has never 
been discovered, it is regarded as rea- 
sonable toinfer thatit may yet be a 
source of profit as to believe that it was 
A PIONEER’S EXPERIENCE

From 
Mrs. Samuel Matson, of Chapmanville, 
and John Jennings, of Sunville, some 
interesting réminiscences were obtained 
as related by their father, who was a 
son of Jacob Jennings.

No amount of 
persuasion, of barter or of purchase 
price would cause them to disclose the 
whereabouts of the lesd deposits. 

Fifty years ago, according to a mem- 
ber of the family, Mrs. Robert Gillespie 
and a daughter, then a little girl, were 
lost in the woods, and during their wan- 
derings found along a ravine an out- 
cropping of lead-filled rock, a piece of 
which they took with them. After find- 
ing their way home they were unable to 
find their way back with older members 
of the family to the point where they 
had found the lead. Various and con- 
tinuous searches have been made since 
along the ravines in that section, one 
enthusiast devoting a considerable por- 
tion of a year to the search; but aside 
from a fragment weighing about four 
pounds, and found in a field in Randolph 
township, Crawford county, where it 
had apparently been dropped, no lead 
ore has been discovered. 

MATERIAL FOR PROSPECTORS.

In Angost, 1875, Jas.'B: Derrickson, 
Edward J. Derrickson and Jobn R. Por- 
nell, of Worcester county, obtained from 
the Land Office of Maryland a common 
warrant to fake up this land as vacant 
land belonging to the state. „The survey 
of the land was made, the certificate re- 
turned to the Land Office and composi- 
tion money paid. Mesers. Detrickson 
and Purnell did not prosecute their title 
any further towards obtsining a patent 
for the land, which the law required them 
to do within twelve months from the 
date of the warrant. Nothing more was 
heard of them until April 8th last, nearly 
sixteen years afterward, when Dr. A. J. 
Corning of Baltimore, obtained a procla- 
mation for the same land, but designated 
it as “Myrtle Grove.” "Upon a survey 
the certificate was returned to the Land 
Office and composition money paid, 

Pending the examination and passage 
of the certificate returned by Dr. Corn- 
ing, Messrs. Dirrickson and Purnell ap- 
peared and tendered their composition 
money 80 a8 to complete their title nn- 
der warrant issued them in 1875. The 
commissioner refused to receive it, and, 
finding Dr. Corning’s certificate erron- 
eous, ordered it sent back to the surrey- 
or of Worcester county for correction. It 
was returned and passed upon, but for | 
some irregularities, was again returned | 
to the surveyor for amendment and cor- 
rection. In the meantime, Messrs. Der- 
rickson and Purnell filed another caveat 
in opposition to the grant of the patent | 
to Dr. Corning of the land now designat- | 
ed in Dr. Corning’s certificate as “Oyster | 
Haren,” but which was formerly “Myr- 
tle Grove.” Pending the hearing of the 
caveat, the amended and corrected certi- 
ficate was returned to the Land Office, | 
and Messrs. Dirrickson and Parnell filed | 
another caveat in the case. Messrs. | 
George M. Upshurand Clayton J. Pur- 
nell, of Snow Hill, and Messrs. Gans and | 
Hamon, of Baltimore, are attorneys for | 
Dr. A. J. Corning; and Mr. Geo. W. Pur- 
nell, of Snow Hill, attorneys for caves- 
tors. At the trial at Annapolis on Sept. | 
30, Mr. Clayton J. Purnell and Mr. Geo. | 
W. Parnell argued the case for their re- 
spective sides. The evidence submitted | 
was long, and a number of intricate | 
points of law, never before passed on by Í 
the land office or the court of Appesis, 
were raised. 

Commissioner Scharfhas filed a long 
and exhaustive opinion which covers 21 
pages .of legal cap, and discussed the 
facts in this case, 
Messrs. Derrickson and Purnell having 
failed to complete their title in 1874, 
cannot do so now after remaining silent 
for sixteen years. The ceavators have | 
tailed to comply with the rules of the 
Land Office in not paying the composition 
money for more than sixteen years after 
the date of their warrant and must be 
considered as having abandoned their 
title founded upon that warrant and 
therefore no warrant shoald issne to 
them. The caveatee has completed the 
title to the land within the time limited 
by the Land Office, and the errors of the 
surveyor of Worcester county having no 
effect npon it, the commissioner finds a | 
complete title vested in Dr. Corning, and 
grants him the patent to“Oyster Haven,” 
dismissed all the caveateesand orders the | 
caveators to pay the costs. An appeal to 
this decision may be taken by the cavea- 
tors, and the case carried to the court of 
appeals for a final hearing. 

The land isthe water front of Syne- | 
purent beach, which has been bought up | 
by a syndicate composed of wealthy mer- | 
chanta, real estate men and capitalists of | 
Baltimore, one of whom is Dr. A. J. 
Corning- This syndicate owns over one 
thousand acres of land binding on the 
bay and Atlantic ocean. It is intended 
to make the beach a southern summer 
resort and shipping point. being in the 
latter respect like Newport News, Va. 
The decision is also favorable to the 
Eastern Shore Railroad, whose terminus 
is directly opposite the beach.

There 
will also be a blg-gun skiff on which 
will be monnted the big gun nsed by the 
father of the great Haver de Grace gun- 
ner, Wash. Barnes. One or more expert 
dock shooters will be in attendance. At 
intervals the bushwhack bost will be 
skulled ont to the decoys and a blank 
shell «ill be-fired. -Then the big-gun 
skiff will be paddled out with the cus- 
tomary sbort paddies, and when at the 
proper distance a losd of powder will be 
fired from the gun.. The attendants will 
also show bow expertly they can handle 
themselves. They will show how easy 
it is, after one learns how, to throw one’s 
feet out and tarn and sheot at ducks 
coming at the head of the box or from 
any quarter. Pore bred Chesapeake 
Bay dogs will also be exhibited, a tolling 
blind and its mode of operation shown, 
and the quickness with which an expert 
can take up decoys will also be demon- 
strated.

The Oull Law. 


‘SA Crisfleld oyster packer says of the 
cull law i It would be of more practical 
service, if all oyster’ below 3} instead of 
2} inches were required to be thrown 
beck on the beds where canght, and It 
was his opinion that our Legislature, at 
its next session, ought to make s change 
in the present coll law. He bays there 
are plenty of oysters now, but few aclects 
can be obtained; that the oysters that 
are thrown back upon their beds becatize 
they are too small to be taken, this sea- 
son; become the shncking.stock of hext 
season, and are not large enough for the 
trade, but if all below 3} inclies were re- 
turned to their beda there would be 
more oysters the next season and the 
stock wonld be a great deal better.— 
Somerset Herald. 

A writer to the Cambridge Democrat 
and News rays: Please allow me apace in 
your paper to make some remarke about 
the oyster cull law and give my views 
about it. Well, according to my jodg- 
ment, and so far as I am experienced in 
the oyster business, I don’t think tne 2} 
inch cull law is of any use to we poor la- 
boring men anywhere in the State of 
Maryland. I will say that the oyster 
packers are nearly all that derive much 
benefit from she oyster traffic. It is ìm- 
possible for we poor oystermen to make 
anything out ofoystering under the pres- 
ent cull law. We can't live by it. Iam 
satisfied that Dorchester connty is séver- 
al thousand dollars worse off since the 
coll law went in operation. Ask my 
friend oysterman what be bas realised 
by oystering since the present cull law 
went in operation. Said law has cut us 
off from all markets except the city of 
Baltimore. Some may say it has not cut 
us off from all markets but Baltimore, but 
I tell you it bas from the fact that we have 
not had any planting market since t 
cull law went in operation. The planter, 
you know, dces not-want the 2} inch 
oyster or over, he wants the small oys- 
ters to plant and cultivate to make 
mårketable oysters out of. But the law 
is tuch the planter cannot get that kind 
of oysters, no you see we are forced al- 
most to sell all the oysters we catch to 
the Baltimore market. Some few who 
have realized something from the 2} 
inch coll law may fay said law is a pro- 
tection to the oysters. Oystermen, does 
raid law benefit us when we have to 
catch 5 bushels of oysters and throw 
away 3 to get 2 to sell to the Baltimore 
market at about 20 cents per bushel, 
when, on the other hand, we could have 
sold the whole of the said 5 bushels to 
the planters for 20 or 25 cents a bushel, 
if it was not for the cu'l law? Now, does 
it benefit we oystermen any to throw ov- 
erboard onr oyaters under 2} inches and 
then wait 12 months and then take them 
up and send them to the Baltimore 
market at about 20 or 25 cents per bush- 
el? We think not. Look at the uneasy 
mind they oyster onder; nnder the pres- 
ent coll Jaw, expecting every bour and 

| moment to be taken up and made to suf- 
fer the law, when weat the same time 

j have been trying to carry ont the law, 

| Look out, scoopers and tongers, when 
our Legislature meets to have yourselves 

| in readiness with petitions, &c., to make 
known onur wants. Wedon’t want any 
coll law only a small percentage of the 
sheils.

The 
lay only has a good supply about one 
year in five,and then, of course, the 
county oysters cannot compete with 
them. Let this matter be stadied care- 
folly rather than hurriedly, and if inves- 
tigation shows the law ought to be re- 
pealed, why let it bedone. It certainly 
| needs some changes.

The 
writer who imagines that he can give 
additional emphasis to s composition by 
the nse of large words is greatly misiak- 
en. The economy of the reader’s atten- 
tion is absorbed in understanding and 
applying these big words, and there is 
little of the mental energy left with 
which to digest the idea that these long 
words contain. The picture that is 
brought before his mental vision is there- 
fore dim and uncertain. 

If the writer would give more promi- 
nence to the idea aiid leas to the verbal 
frame; in other words, if he would use 
simple language which by contrast 
would bring ont the ides, he would not 
only economize his reader's mental ener- 
gy, but would benefit himself by mak- 
ing himself more easily understood. The 
mind is not able to do more than one 
thing ata time and do it well. It can- 
hot at once delve into the mysteries of á 
many syllable word and comprehend the 
thought in a proper manner.—Chicago 
Post.

PUFF! AND OUT THEY. GO. 


A Cavern in Colorado That Hesents the 


Intrusion of Strangers. 

| There isa cave near Rockwood, a sta- 

tion on the Denver and Rio Grande rail- 
| road, which bas been visited by many 
persons. No particular mention of the 
cave has been made, as it seemed to be 
little worthy of notice. On Sunday last 
a number of pleasure seekers left this 
city to join a party at Rockwood who 
had planned to visit the cave. About 4 
o'clock in the afternoon the members of 
the party, having disposed of their din- 
ner, began to climb the hill near the 
top of which the mouth of the cave is 
located. 

After much exertion the foremost of 
the party reached the mouth of the cave, 
and being in advance of his companions 
they were startled to see him fall back- 
ward into the low oak brush as if he had 
been thrown from acatapult. His com- 
panions pushing forward more vigorous- 
ly, soon came to his rescue and found 
him recovering, not much hurt, but 
slightly scratched and somewhat dazed. 
| He could give no explanation of his sud- 
| den removal from the opening to the 
cavern. 

Curious to know what the cause was 
the entire company in a body pushed up 
the hill, which hasa particularly steep 
| descent near the month òf the cave. To 
the astonishment of the whole number 
| the instant after stepping into the cave 
they found themselves all piled together 
in a spot near where the first had landed. 
It took but a little while to recover from 
the entanglement, when they began to 
inquire the cause of this sudden excite- 
ment. They all agreed that they had 
seen nothing to cause such a thing, and 
they were curious to kuow the reason 
for the phenomenon. But how to find 
out what they wished was the thing to 
decide. 

At last it was determined that the 
strongest gentleman of the party should 
gain a position at the side of the en- 
trance, and, thus protected, get an op- 
portunity to reconnoiter. So, taking a 
circuitous ronte and avoiding a position 
directly in front of the opening, they 
soon found themselves close beside the 
entrance. Cautiously putting his head 
out beyond the protecting wall, the fore- 
most peered it. His hat immediately 
took flight down the declivity, but be 
was thus made aware of the exact state 
of affairs. 

The philosophy of the cprrept of air 
in caves suddenly dawned upon him. 
As is well known the air of a warm day 
in summer is much lighter on the out- 
side of a cave or cellar than it is inside. 
Consequently the cold, heavy air rushes 
out with great violence—enongh in this 
case to cause the trouble spoken of and 
throw the party down the hill. 

Later, relating this tale, an old timer 
told your correspondent of a #rmer ad- 
venture of his at the same place. On a 
cold day in the early winter he was 
tracking a deer along this hillside, when 
he was astonished to see the cave open 
up before him, and he noticed that the 
snow seemed to have been disturbed 
very recently, as though a body had 
been dragged into the entrance. 

Withont thinking, he stepped forward 
to examine into the cause of the dis- 
turbed condition of the snow, when he 
felt himself violently pulled into the 
cave, the force pulling him from his 
feet. He felt a shock, and for awhile 
was oblivious to all around him. When 
his senses returned he. found he was 
lying by and partially upon the body of 
adeer. Upon examination he foi the 
body of the deer yet warm. This led to 
a still closer.examination. He at last 
determined that the force of the current 
of air blowing into the cave had drawn 
the deer in, killing it, but that when he 
was drawn in the shock was somewhat 
obviated by his striking the deer, thus 
saving him from death. -The explana- 
tion is just the reverse of the other, the 
air being warmer inside the cave than 
out. The current flows into the cave 
during the winter, thus accounting for 
the strange affair.—Denver Sun. 


Taming a Zebra. 

Zebras can never be tamed, unless the 
process is begun while they are still very 
young. H. A. Bryden gives an instance 
of a tragic fate which befell one of them, 
captured when he was 7 or 8 years old. 

He had joined atroop of horses belong- 
ing to one of the author’s friends, and 
finally allowed himself to be driven with 
them into a kraal or inclosure. It was 
then determined to keep him, and if pos- 
sible to domesticate him. 

For this purpose he was lassoced and 
tied to a tree, but so ferocious was he in 
the presence of man that the greatest 
precautions had to be observed in sap- 
proaching him. All possible means were 
taken to induce him to feed. When cap- 
tured he was in splendid condition, and 
his coat shone in the sun. Herbage was 
brought from the mountain tops where 
he had been used to graze, and every 
conceivable food placed before him, but 
in vain; be steadily refused to eat.

| IN INNUMERABLE ROLES. 


| aan He Goes to Work te Produce = 
Special Article on a Leading Subject. 
Great Tact Necessary in Interviewing. 
Must Have a Good Memory. 


Of the many millions of people who 
read the newspapers how few stop to 
consider the amount of work that any 
article of importance representa! The 
idea that news flows into the editorial 
rooms of a paper as water flows down 
hill is not correct. Every scrap of news 
means labor—labor to gather the first 
fact, labor to verify it and find other 
facts necessary to make the story com- 
plete, and labor to write, edit and print 
the story. An article on some timely 
subject, and not strictly news, also 
means labor. For instance, a reporter is 
told to write a story on rapid transit, 
He does not sit at his desk and draw on 
his memory and imagination, no matter 
how excellent both may be. He goes 
out and hustles. f 

He calls on the commissionérs having 
the matter in charge. He obtains their 
views. He goes to the engineers and 
obtains expert opinions on the feasibility 
of the proposed plans He goes to the 
railroad men and asks their views on 
the practicability of the project He 
goes to lawyers and takes advice on the 
legal obstacles to be overcome. He visits 
Wal} street to learn if capital is ready. 
He consults the traveling public and 
business men as to their needs When 
be has done all this and read up on what 
other cities have accomplished he writes 
his story. He weaves his facts together 
systematically, building up his article as 
a lawyer builds up his casa in court, so 
that a clear idea of the whole matter is 
conveyed to the public—his jury 

In gathering his information he re- 
ceives much assistance. The lawyer ad- 
vises him on the legal points without a 
fee and without even a mention of his 
name in the article unless it is necessary 
to back up an important opinion. If the 
article has a medical bearing the views 
of a specialist or a leading physician are 
obtained without expense. The phy- 
sician may bave a dozen patients with 
fat fees awaiting him, but he stops to 
put the newspaper man right on the 
medical side of the question. The bank 
president cheerfully gives his time to 
throw light upon a financial problem 

WHEN HE INTERVIEWS. 

The importer rushed witb business 
pauses to discuss a subject from the com- 
mercial standpoint. Experts on every 
branch of the subject are ready to give 
their. views to the papers, but the collec- 
tion of all this data requires more hus 
tling than the genera] public gives the 
reporters credit for 

Gathering the material also requires 
brains The mental caliber of the re 
porter showsin every interview. Men 
prefer talking about what interests them- 
selves. The reporter must draw out 
what interests the public. . To do this is 
no easy task. Ministers talk politica and 
politicians talk religion when an inter- 
view is requested. 

To pin these men down to the point at 
issue requires more tact, ingenuity, per- 
severance and ability to read men’s char- 
acters and to draw out their thoughts 
than can be told ina big book Some 
men decline to talk unless the reporter 
takes shorthand and will pledge his word 
that the interview will be printed ver- 
batim. Many of these men talk so slow 
that a reporter taking long hand would 
be tired waiting for the next word. 

Othera—and this is particularly the 
case with women—will only give utter- 
ance to long, involved sentences, treat- 
ing subjects from an exalted standpoint 
if notes are taken in their presence 
Such an interview published verbatii 
would sound like a southern darky’s 
oration. After the note book is closed 
these people unbend and talk rationally. 
If the reporter knows his business he 
throws away his notes and writes out 
the latter part of the conversation, omit- 
ting many things that should never have 
been told him. 

IN VARIOUS LINES, 

Thereporter suppresses nearly as much 
as he publishes. He goes out to cover a 
murder. He plays detective and un- 
earths many things that are news to the 
police, Hereports to them and keeps 
the public waiting a day or two that the 
ends of justice be not defeated He is 
ubiquitous. He works on every clew. 
If the victim is unidentified and the 
name “Jobn Smith” is found op the 
body he runs down every John Smith in 
town until he finds which one is missing. 

If there are rumors of an impending 
financial crasb in Wall street the re 
porter visits the banks and houses said 
to bo involved. He talks with their offi- 
cers, he sees the bank examiner, he in- 
terviews leading bankers, and from s 
mass of conflicting statements he gives 
the public a clear idea of the situation. 
Confidence is restored or s panic precipi- 
tated by his pen. 

All our big daily papers have report- 
ers who are expertsin different lines of 
work. Each man knows how to get in- 
formation quickly and accurately, as 
well as how to write under the direction 
sf editors, who marshal them as a gen- 
eral marshals his troopa’ They go out, 
gather every item of information that is 
obtainable, write their articles and hand 


accuracy 
and thought is done with a rush. The 
great American publio reads its bulky 
newspaper in the morning with com- 
placency, oblivious of the great amount 
of work that the closely printed pages 
repreeent.—New York Recorder. a

MARRIAGE IN ASSYRIA. 


Rather More a Matter of Barter There 
Thau in the Land of the Free. 

Men live on six cents a day in Assyria. 
Assyrian women are bought and sold, 
are made to work with oxen at the plow, 
and have as little liberty as in the daya 
of Cadmus Men who.pay six dollars a 
day to live and ladies who ride to shops 
in victorias thought over these things as 
they left the Lincoln Park church Sun- 
day night Amen Rasi, born on Mount 
Lebanon, told these things in broken 
English. > 

Amen Rasi is a tall, handsome Assy- 
rian, with a skin as rich as the cinna- 
mon, silks made at the foot of the moun- 
tain on which he was born. He looked 
into the curious, bright eyes of girls 
and told them that, had they been born 
Assyrians in Assyria they could not go 
upon the streets unless their faces were 
concealed; that they could neither re- 
ceive nor make a call among women 
without their husbands’ consent, and 
that if at any time, even by accident, 
they were seen by any man orin any 
Way recognized no one would marry 
them. 

He said that once two couples—a tall 
man and a short woman, and a short 
man and a tall woman—stood before a 
priest to be wed. The priest placed the 
tall man and tall woman and the short 
man and short woman together, and 
none of the four knew whether it was 
right or not, peither of them knowing 
the other. But the parents hastily ob- 
jected, and placed the tall man by the 
short woman and the short man by the 
tll woman, as that was the way of the 
contracts. 

Then Mr. Rasi showed how these con- 
tracts were made. He left the pulpit, 
and presently a man wrapped up in rich 
Assyrian raiment went up and sat upon 
the floor. Mr. Rasi came back sand 
squatted beside him. 

“l would very much like,” he said, 
“for a girl whois yours to be wife to my 
son Isaac.” 

"l would be honored,” returned the 
man, witha very unmistakable Ameri- 
can accent. 

“How many have you?” 

“Three.” 

“How much years have they?” 

“One is fifteen, one twenty and one 
twenty-five.” 

“Don't talk to me about the twenty- 
five nor the twenty; they are never fit to 
marry. How much do you charge for 
the little one?” 

“Five camels, four horses, three sheep 
and fifty dollars.” 4 

“Bah! I can buy 100 women for so 
much.” 

“But no little one.” 

“Oh, I think so,” 

“Well, you can’t haye mine for a cent 
less.”

But even then Isaac did not get the 
little one, because a few minutes later 
Mr. Rasi returned as another man, and 
by doubling the price secured the girl 
for his son Jacob. 

Then Amen Rasi looked at the young 
men, whose patent leathers cost them 
seven dollars, and told them that people 
in Assyria paid fifty cents fora suit of 
clothes. The common people, he said, 
paid three cents for twenty-five pounds 
of cabbage and four cents for five pounds 
of turnips. Fifty loaves of bread were 
turned out ata baking, and men some- 
times ate four and five loaves at a meal. 
He waited fora moment, and then, turn- 
ing to a black boy behind him, said, 
“They are so big,” and he drew acircle 
that would inclose a Thankagiving plat- 
ter.—Chicago Herald.

How Cloth Is Tested. 

When the cloth arrives, it is slowly 
passed over a double roller which meas- 
ures the yards, and carefully examined 
for the purpose of discovering any de 
fects in the manufacture. . If there are 
any—broken threads or loosely woven 
spots—they are indicated by sewing a 
string in the. margin, and the cutter is 
thus able toavoid the defecttve portion. 

Then we cut off asmall piece of the 
goods and put it outside on a window- 
sill, where, for ten days, it is exposed to 
the sun and the rain. If it fades, it is 
rejected. Then we test by chemicals to 
see if the dye stuff is indigo, which ia 
the surest dye that can be made. If the 
color produced by the use of this test is 
a bright orange, it indicates that the dye 
has an indigo basis. 

After that a piece of the goods is put 
in a solution of caustic potash, which 
has the effect of eating up the animal 
fiber and leaving the vegetable fiber. 
Some cloth manufacturers nowadays, 
instead of making their goods of separate 
threads of cotton and of wool, take cot- 
ton aad—wool and mix them in such a 
way that no one, by merely feeling, can 
tell whether or not there is cotton in the 
piece. The only way we can know is 
by boiling a piece of the goods in thia 
solution, which has the effect of eating 
up the wool and leaving the cotton.— 
Interview in New York Epoch.

Water Marks of the Early Paper Makers. 

The first water mark on record was 
the coat of arms of a town. The early 
paper makers were. not slow to adopt 
this ides in impressing upon their sheets 
the device of the place where their mill 
was situated. For instance, the coat of 
arms of the village of Rives, á dolphin, 
is a common mark on old papers. This 
mark is still in use today. The first use 
of the water mark then was asa signa- 
ture or emblem to point ont the place of 
manufacture and to recommend the ma- 
terial. 

For all that, certain of these emblems 
were used by different makers, and even 
in different countries, with slight varia- 
tions—‘‘brisures,” as they are called in 
heraldry—which were evidently not ac- 
cidental, but intentional. The letter 
“P,” used by numberless makers, is a 
good water mark to take as an example, 
since we find that not only is there an 
endless variety of forms of the letter in 
the product of different milis, but that 
the same maker modified the ‘‘brisures” 
of the letter on different qualities of his 
paper. Another use of the water mark 
is more evident still.

Crime in the Air. 

It has been frequently noticed that 
there are epidemics of robberies as well 
as of suicides and other crimes. Acrim- 
inal epidemic, peculiar to a half dozen 


sJarge cities of the United States that 


have a large and vicious pophiation, is 
that of Sunday murders, which are the 
results of a day of idleness. Then, 
again, murders with peculiar features 
often occur in groups in all parts of the 
country. In France there is a tradition, 
centuries old, that epidemics of suicide 
return in regular cycles, at each recur- 
rence of the suicidal furor the succes- 
sive victims of their own murderous 
hands vieing with one another in the 
greater ghastlinees of the tragedy that 
they enact. 

Stories of wife murders in various 
parts of the country, relieved by a few 
exceptional murders of husbands by 
by their wives, reach the press simul- 
taneously from many different sources. 
“Murder is in the air” has become a 
stereotyped expression among newspaper 
men and detectives, who know from ex- 
perience that such epidemics will run 
their cycles and cause many bloody 
records to be made before they have 
spent their fury. 

With bank robberies itis the same. 
Itis not often thata single robbery is 
made—one is sure to breed others; "they 
come not singly, but in whole battal- 
ions.” This is not because the same 
gang engages in many different enter- 
prises, but because a universal similar 
impulse permeates the minds of the 
classes devoted to thatform of guilt.— 
St. Louis Republic. 


The Terrible Aboma, 

In “Stedman's Expedition to Surinam” 
the following wonderful account of the 
aboma or dragon is given: “This re- 
markable creature is called aboma in 
the colony ‘of Surinam. Its length, 
when full grown, is often more than 
forty feet, its body being four feet and 
over in circumference. Its color is a 
greenish black on the back, a fine yellow 
on the sides and a dirty white on the 
belly, the back and sides being spotted 
with irregular black rings, with a pure 
white spot in the center of each. Its 
head is broad and flat, small in propor- 
tion to its body, with a large mouth and 
teeth set in double rows.

or a tiger, by help of its claws, it breaks 
every bone in the poor victim’s body. I 
have been told of negroes being devoured 
by this snake and am not disposed to 
discredit the story. He bites from no 
other impulse but that of hunger and is 
nat venomous.”

Another simple but effective way to 
test the purity of silk is to burn a small 
quantity of the fibers, Pure silk will 
instantly crisp, leaving only a pure char- 
coal. Heavily dyed silk will smoulder, 
| leaving a greasy yellow ash. 

If you cannot break the ten strands, 
and if they do not discolor the fingers at 
the point of contract, you may be well 
assured that you have pure silk, that is 
honest in its make and durable in the 
wear.—Detroit Free Preas.

A Curious Palm of South America. 

One of the most curious palms in the 
world is called the ‘‘Ita,” and is very 
abundant on the banks of the Amazon, 
Rio Negro and Orinoco rivers. - In the 
delta of the latter it occupies swampy 
tracks, which are at times completely 
inundated and present the appearance of 
forests rising out of the water. The 
swamps are inhabited by a tribe of In- 
dians called Guaranes, who subsist al- 
most entirely upon the produce of the 


"tree. During the annual floods they sus- 


pend their houses from tops of the tall 
stemsof the palms. The outer skin of 
the young leaves is made into cords for 
hammocks, and the soft inner bark yields
